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NUhlSMATIC LITERATURE FOR ARMENIA 


The March 11,1 989 meeting of the Armenian Numismatic Society was held at the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Jernukian. The host discussed Cilician Armenian gold coins. During the 
meeting a resolution was passed to write a letter to Armenia to find out how many copies of our 
publications they would like to have for new libraries to be built in the earthquake-devastated 
areas and also in Artsakh ( Nagorno Karabagh). 

A letter was composed on April 29, 1 989, addressed to Mr. Hrayr S. Babayan, Director of 
American Sector of the Committee for Cultural Relations with Armenians Abroad, Yerevan. 

In late June, a response dated June 5, 1989, and si^ed by Mr. R. Kozmcyan, assistant to 
the president of the Committee for Cultural Relations with Armenians Abroad, was received:

(l^bpUu 50-70uitiuj'b oph'bujq jfipuj^uu'bijnLp <;ujmnphg). . .** The translation reads, "We 
leave to your contemplation the quantity of literature to be shipped ( perhaps 50-70 copies of each 
volume would be sufficient).” 

The September 9, 1 989 meeting of the Society was held at the home of Mr. and Mrs. Y. T. 
Nercessian. The host discussed and presented the "Municipal Bank Notes of Armenia." Since the 
publication of the author's corpus on Armenian bank notes, most of the local membership had 
never seen the city notes of Armenia. It was a different type of excitement to examine these 
monuments in a display case. 

During the business discussion, the letter of Mr. R. Kozmoyan was read. The secretary 
stated that we have the books and we should help Armenia by sending the books they wanted. After a 
lengthy discussion the executive body approved the transfer and shipment of 560 books from the 
Society’s stock to Armenia (70 copies of each Sp^ial Publicdtion 1 to 6 and the Sibil ian and 
Bedoukian Festschrifts in the Armenian Numismatic Journah. However, since the Society did not 
have money in the treasury, and had incurred financial liabilities due to the last two publications, 
it was decided to contxt Babayan or Kozmoyan to find out if it would be possible to arrange free 
transportation for the books to Armenia. Note that the books have a retail market value of 
$ 1 3,702,50 and the registered book post surface rates to Yerevan would cost around $2 ,000.00.

PHILRTELIC MRTERIRL ISSUED ON THE OCCRSiON OF 
GRERT TRRGEDV IN RRMENIR 

[Summary] 

On December 7, 1 988, an earthquake caused massive destruction in northern Soviet Armenia. 
The entire civilized world responded by helping Armenia. The USSR Post did not remain 
indifferent; they participated by issuing philatelic souvenirs. 

Three types of postage stamps were issued. On the first stamp a reproduction of Tigranes II 
coin is printed. On the second stamp is St. Hripsime Cathedral in Etchmiadzin, built in A.D. 618. 
On the third stamp is a reproduction of Hovnathan Hovnathanian’s ( 1730- 1801 ) "Madonna and 
the Child." A token is printed with these three stamps forming a plate block of four. On the token a 
khatchkar is printed which is a reproduction of fourteenth century khatchkar created in Artsakh. 

We would like to bring to the attention of collectors that the coin printed on the stamp is a 
modern reproduction. It was created in Armenia during mid-sixties by Origor Gevorkian. This 
modern reproduction is also printed in color in The Treasures of Etchmiadzin album ( 1 984). 

Additionally, on the occasion of earthquake, first day covers were issued in Yerevan 
(December 27, 1988) and later in Moscow. The Philatelic Society of Armenia printed post cards 
which bear the pictures of earthquake postage stamps, with earthquake postage stamps affixed, and 
postmarked with the seal of first day of issue seal.

In anticipation of the 100th anniversary of the founding of the 
Armenian Revolutionary Federation (Dashnakts 'ut ' iun) , the Armenian 
Cultural Foundation Trust Fund of Los Angeles is sponsoring the 
striking and public sale of three limited edition commemorative gold 
and silver medal 1 ions. 1 


Historical Background 

Jhe Armenian Revolutionary Federation was established in 1890 in the 
city of Tiflis (now Tbilisi, capital of Soviet Georgia), as an alliance 
between smallerrevolutionary societies. ^ The new organization soon 
became the leading exponent of the Armenian liberation movement, which 
sought to extend basic human rights and bring eventual self-determination 
to A>^enians suffering under oppressive conditions both in Ottoman Turkey 
and in Czarist Russia. 


Although its earliest exploits met with only limited success, victories 
both in the Caucasus and Turkey during the first decade of the twentieth 
century propelled it to a position of high esteem among Armenians. The 
A. R.F. gained a solid footing among leading writers and intellectuals, 
numbering among its members and sympathizers many of the most prominent 
literary figures of the day, such as Daniel Varoujan, Siamanto, Levon 
Shant, Nigol Aghbalian, Avetis Aharonian, and Roupen Zartarian. 


In 1918, the A. R.F. spearheaded the victorious struggle which led to the 
establishment, on May 28, 1918, of the Republic of Armenia, the only 


independent Armenian state of modern times. For the next years, the 
party played a leading role in the government of the Republic; through its 
leadership it was instrumental in bringing some measure of order to the 

which had existed theretofore. The present Armenian 

Republic IS regarded as the successor of the Republic of 
independent Armenia.

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In the years following the First World War, the A.R.F. also formed the 
Nemesis group, which secretly pursued the principal authors of the 1915 
genocide against the Armenians of Turkey.^ The mastermind of these 
atrocities, Turkish Interior Minister Talaat Pasha, was assassinated on 
a street in Berlin in 1921 by Soghomon Tehlirian.^ 

Today, as the leading Armenian political organization in exile, the 
A.R.F. upholds the ideal of a free, independent, and united Armenia, and 
pursues the cause of justice for the Armenian people and the recovery of 
Armenian lands held in captivity. It enjoys the support and admiration 
of a wide cross-section of the Armenian people. 

The Medallions 

A limited edition of 3000 sets of three silver medallions per set have 
been struck in proof finish sterling silver (0.925 fineness). It is 
reported that not more than an additional 1000 sets will be struck in pure 
gold. Both the silver and the gold medallions are approximately one troy 
ounce in weight and measure approximately 34.5 millimeters in diameter.^ 

Each medallion is individually numbered on the rim and packaged as a set 
of three varieties in a velvet presentation case. 

The production of the medallions was the combined effort of many individuals 
and firms. The medallions were designed by H & H Viroprane Designers (owned 
by Harry Vorperian). Striking was carried out by Engelhard Corporation of 
Iselin, New Jersey, in cooperation with Swiss Jewelers (owned by Sarkis 
Partamian). Quality control and technical consultation was provided by 
Sarkis Kitsinian.° 

Each medallion is inscribed in Armenian and bears the full-face portrait 
of one of the three founders of the A.R.F.: Kristapor Mikael ian, Stepan 
Zorian (also known as Rosdom), or Simon Zavarian. The reverse design, which 
is common to all three varieties, depicts the A.R.F. coat of arms: a flag, a 
sword, a pen, and a spade. The coat of arms symbolizes the broad appeal of 
the society to laborers, partisans, and intellectuals. 

Kristapor Mikael ian (1859-190S) 

Born in 1859 in the town of Akoulis (now in Nakhichevan ASSR), Mikael ian 
was orphaned early in his childhood.' In 1880, he graduated from the Tiflis 
Teacher's College, where he was actively involved in political movements 
under the influence of Russian revolutionaries. By 1889, he was active in 
the "Young Armenia" organization, and in the early months of 1890, mainly 
through his efforts, the Federation of Armenian Revolutionaries (now the 
A.R.f.) came into existence.

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Shortly thereafter, Mikael ian was sent to Geneva to edit Droshak (Flag), 
the party's official publication; he also organized the French language 
paper Pro-Armenia, which attracted the collaboration of many leading French 
intellectuals. Among his exploits, he is credited with organizing the 
expedition to Khanasor in 1897. He died in 1905 in an accidental explosion 
while preparing a bomb in a mission to assassinate Sultan Abdul Hamid II ot 
Turkey.

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Stepan Zorian (Rosdom) (1867-1919) 


Rosdom was born to an affluent family in the village of Ts'ghna, canton 
of Koght'an (now in Nakhichevan ASSR) in 1867. He completed his secondary 
education in Tiflis where he was involved in political activities against 
the Czarist regime. In 1890, he joined Mikael ian and Zavarian in establishing 
the A.R.F. 

Rosdom devoted himself intensively to organizational work. He travelled 
to Tabriz, Geneva, Erzeroum, and Bulgaria on party missions. He was 
a leader of the efforts to defend the Armenian Church properties against 
Russian confiscation in 1903, and in the defense of the Armenian population 
of the Caucasus in 1905, efforts that earned the A.R.F. great esteem among 
the Armenians in that region. As elder statesman of the A.R.F., he was 
present during the defense of Baku in 1918, and helped negotiate the end of 
the Armeno-Georgian War immediately before his death in 1919.

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Simon Zavarian (1866-1913) 


Zavarian was born in the village of Aikehad, canton of Lori, in 1866. ^ He 
studied in Moscow and Tiflis, where he was active in Russian political circles. 

In Tiflis he became acquainted with Mikael ian and Rosdom, and collaborated with 
them in forming the A.R.F. in 1890. In 1892, he assisted the other two 
founders in drawing up the A.R.F. organizational constitution. 

Simon Zavarian had been trained as an agronomist, but soon became a teacher, 
school principal, and party field worker. He was an effective speaker and 
champion of the cause of Armenian emancipation. He is credited with establish- 
ing an Armenian student organization in Beirut, and wrote extensively for 
party organs, such as Azatamart and Droshak , which he served as a member of 
the editorial board. He died in Constantinople in 1913 and was buried in 
Tiflis.

The specimens 
presented belong to the Berlin Museum, Bedoukian collection, Bibliotheque Nationale, and Pesant 
collection. After carefully examining all the evidence. Bedoukian concludes that Bohemond, upon 
becoming ruler of Antioch, struck a number of heavy coppers some of which were overstruck by 
the two rulers of Edessa. and that the succeeding rulers of Antioch continued striking small coins, 
including those struck by Baldwin 1 1 , king of Jerusalem when he was also regent of Antioch. YTN

Ever since the Armenian Numismatic Society began publishing books, we have discovered that 
the Interest towards numismatics among Armenians has a low priority. Armenians In America 
donate money generously to the churches, dey-schools, charitable organizations, etc. When It 
comes to history and literature books, they often go through second, or even multiple printings. 
Books on numismatics, however, cannot consume a first printing of one thousand books In ten 
years. Why Is this? Is It lack of Interest, Indifference, or Ignorance? 

The Constitution of the Armenian Numismatic Society (Article I, Section 2.c) states the 
objective of the Society Is to "pron>ote and encourage the science of Armenian numismatics, 
philately, artifacts, manuscripts, and other related fine arts material." The next objective 
(Section 2.g) Is to "publish technical papers pertaining to our purposes." We have been doing 
more than our share of publishing, but encouraging Is archer matter! 

Consider the Armenian do/-schools. Most If not all Armenian doy-schools are heavily 
subsidized by donations from parents and benefactors. Tuition fees cover only a fraction of the 
total expenses. Budgetary considerations limit the funds for Armenological books; numismatic 
books are a luxury which Is out of the question. 

For the past several years we have tried to find a philanthropist who would purchase and 
donate our books to Armenian da/-schools. In spite of the fact thrt the tax Incentives In this 
country are very generous, we have been unsuccessful so far. 

I think time has come for the Society to take bold steps If we want to spread the word on Arme- 
nian numismatics, and see the new generation kindled with the spark of Armenian coins. Here are 
some suggestions: 

1. Donate copies of our publications to all Armenian day-schools. 

2. Make our membership available to present lectures on Armenian coins In school classes. 

3. Establish an "Armenian Numismatic Award" to a "young Armenian numismatist." The award 
could be based on an essa/ which would be submitted to the Society. The winning essay( s) could 
be published In the Armenian Numismatic Journal The award could be from our books In stock 
or. If finances permit, It could be an Armenian coin. 

An American proverb says, "It Is better to light a candle than curse the darkness." My 
friends. It Is time for our Society to light the candle of Armenian numismatics. Let us lift the veil 
of darkness so that young Armenians will have access to knowledge on the coins of their ancestors.

Historical background 

The CUy of Vagharshapat (today known as Etchmiadzin) Is located In the Ararat Valley about 
twelve miles west of the capital city Yerevan. It dates to Urartian times and over the centuries has 
played an Important role In Armenian history. 

The oldest cuneiform writings from Vagharshapat belong to Rusa II (685-645 6.C ) of 
Urartu, at which time the district was called Karllnl. A century later, during the reign of 
Armenian king Ervand Orontld( 570-560 B.C.), the king's son-in-law Vardges built a town near 
Shresh hill, naming It Vardgesavan. The Armenian Arsacld king Vagharsh I Arsacid (A.D. 1 1 7- 
140) enlarged and fortified the town, added a wall, and renamed It Vagharshapat. The Romans 
called It Gaynepolls ( New City) and used It as a temporary capital after the destruction and during 
the reconstruction of Artaxiata (A.D. 1 63). Vagharshapat was used by the Armenian Arsacld kings 
as a second or alternate capital. 

After the establishment of Christianity as the state religion In Armenia (A.D. 301) 
Vagharshapat gained stature and prominence. According to the vision of St. Gregory the 
Illuminator, Jesus Christ descended from heaven, pointed toward Vagharshapat with a golden 
hammer, and requested to have His house of worship be built there. The Cathedral of Holy 
Etchmiadzin ( the place where the Only Begotten Son descended) was completed In 303 on the site of 
Sandaranet, an ancient pagan fire altar. The cathedral Is one of the oldest religious sanctuaries In 
the world and continues to function today as a house of worship. 

Vagharshapat thus became a holy city and a center of Armenian Intellectual activity for the 
next seventeen centuries. The head of Armenian Church resides In Holy Etchmiadzin and has the 
title of "Cathollcos and Supreme Patriarch of all Armenians." 

In 1945, Vagharshapat was officially named Etchmiadzin; Its population In 1976 was 
42 ,000. • 


Bank Notes 


The Russian Revolution (1917) created a vacuum In Transcaucasia. The Russian troops left 
the front and went home, the local population, particularly the Armenians, were facing the entire 
Turkish army on the battlefields of Caucasian front. 

There was an acute shortage of money and particularly small denomination notes to transact 
dally commerce and purchase the necessities of life. At the sixth congress of the "Society of 
Transcaucasian Cities" held on December 4, 1 9 1 7, It was decided that cities could Issue their own 
small denomination money, up to 50 million rubles, "guaranteed with the r^l estate of the city. "2

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In view of the fact that Vagharshapat 5 ruble city note does not bear a date and most other 
Armenian and Transcaucasian cities printed their paper currencies in 1918, it seems fair to 
conclude that Vagharshapat, the second center of Armenian intellectual and cultural activity after 
Tiflis, printed its own currency most likely in 1918 to satisfy the demand for local financial 
transactions when a severe shortage of small denomination prevailed. 

A series of five bank notes (3, 5, 10, 15,25 rubles) were issued in Vagharshapat in 1918, 
The author's corpus. Bank Notes of Armenia, records the existence of these notes but no specimens 
are listed,^ Since the publications's appearance, a 5 ruble note of Vagharshapat has surfaced,

Tne reverse printing is inverted. An attrxtive ornamental decoration embellishes the 
reverse or the bank note in gold, dark green, light green, blue, and red colors.

green panel the legend reads "200 rubles" (PyB. 200 PVB. ). The bottom dark green panel 
reads, "value 30 kopeks" (UBHA KOfl. 30 KOD. ). The inscriptions on the reverse do not 
correlate with the obverse. It is possible that there was a shortage of paper and Yagharshapat 
Savings Company officials consumed some existing bonds or other notes printed on one side only It 
is worth mentioning that the reverse ornament seems to be a part of a larger pattern.

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SOME CURIOUS COINS FROM CILICIRN RRMENIR 


In philately, an "error" stamp such as one with an inverted center, is highly valued and 
commands premium prices. In numismatics, an error where the same legend appears on both 
sides of the coin is also considered a rarity and appreciated by collectors. 

When dealing with Roupenian coins, it is curious that in a few instances, although the correct 
image is seen on the obverse and reverse, the obverse legend is absent and the reverse legend 
appears in its place This situation Indicates that the die-maker was either unfamiliar with the 
Armenian language or Illiterate, and inadvertently copied the reverse legend on the obverse. 

Of the many millions of coins struck in Clllclan Armenia, tens of thousands have survived, 
including a few mint errors. 

This article discusses: 

I. A billon of Hetoum II on a copper flan, 

II. A kardez of Hetoum II without the king's name on the obverse but having a reverse legend on 
both sides. 

III. A copper coin of Oshin, again minus the king's name on the obverse. 

It should be pointed out that in the Middle Ages, minting techniques were not mechanized, all 
dies were handmade, and all coins were struck by hand. As a result, chances of mistakes in the 
preparation of the dies increased considerably. And since illiteracy was widespread, the existence 
of such coins was generally unnoticed. 

Many examples of errors or inaccuracies are cited in the author's corpus.^ To list a few 
Levon I ( 1 198-1219),2 Hetoum I ( 1226- 1270), ^ Levon II (1270-1289).^ Smpad (1296- 
1298), 5 Levon 111 ( 11301-1308),6 Oshin ( 1308-1320),2 Levon IV (1320-1342),^

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I. A Copper Coin of Hetoum II Struck with a Bilion Die 

This coin is indeed curious and to the best of the writer’s knowledge, unique (Fig 1) It is 
obvious that a billon die was used in striking this copper piece, but it is impossible to say whether 
It was originally intended to pass as a billon. Perhaps originally some copper pieces were struck 
with the common silver billons, but the practice was discarded because it proved to be too difficult 
to distinguish between the two. Of course, the larger coppers bearing a different design are not in 
this category

II. A kardez of Hetoum II Lacking the king’s Name 

Numerous examples of copper coins of Hetoum II are listed in the corpus of Coinage ofCilician 
Armenia All bear the king's image and name on the obverse and sometimes have the king’s name 
on both sides of the coin (Fig. 2) 

In the specimen under discussion, the obverse has the legend "BY THE POWER OF GOD" 
commonly used by his predecessors, Levon I and Hetoum I ( but not appearing on the coins of Levon 
II) The legend "STRUCK IN THE CITY OF SIS" is seen on the reverse of the coins of the three 
forbears of Hetoum II 

Obv, The king is seated in oriental fashion (similar to coin No, 1649 in Bedoukian^ where the 
king is shown holding a staff in his right hand and a cross in his left hand) The coin under 
discussion IS poorly executed, with the cross and staff barely visible. 

Legend, hliPfl'l.nh^P'L U t ( by the power of God). 

Rev: A cross with no dots in the field. 

Legend, Ch'UbL h 9'Un.U (struck in the city). 

Weight,: 2.38 gm. 

Diameter: 10 mm. 


III. A Pogh of Oshin Lacking the king’s Name 

Oshin struck many beautiful silver coins, including coronation pieces similar in design to the 
silver trams of Levon I, and others of inferior quality on which the obverse shows the king on 
horseback. His copper coins, similar in size and appearance to the billons of Hetoum II, are 
relatively scarce. The large copper coins of Levon I are known as tank, the smaller coppers of 
succeeding kings, kardez, and those struck by Oshin. poghs. 

This specimen appears to be a pogh of Oshin . except for the fact that it lacks the king's name on 
the obverse To the best of writer’s knowledge, it is the only such coin in existence (Fig, 3),

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FOUR RRRE RRTRHiflO COPPER COINS

There is always something new in numismatics. An excavation or the discovery of a hoard 
sometimes reveals an unknown coin that either completes an existing series or alters an accepted 
classification. 

For example, in 1960 in a village in northeastern Iran, near the Caspian Sea, a large hoard 
composed of many Greek coins and about 800 Parthian drachms was discovered. ^ These dracnms 
were quite unusual , special in their kind and unknown until that time. This discovery threw light 
upon the early Parthian rulers and made possible the classification of their coins. 

Early Armenian coins are unfortunately very rare. Large or small hoards are rarely 
discovered to help the study of the coins. 

From the Artaxiad dynasty, silver drachms and tetradrachms of Tigranes the Great are 
fortunately quite numerous. They can be found in famous museums of the world and with private 

collectors.2 These silver coins are classified properly and as far as I know there have been no 
recent discoveries to suggest a change in the existing classification. 

After the Tigranes the Great, no silver coins were issued except for a very few during the 
reigns of Artavasdes II and Tigranes HI. We know of three or four tetradrachms and less than 
fifteen drachms only from Artavasdes 1 1 ; and from T igranes HI, only one drachm. 3 

Copper coins issued before, during and after the reign of Tigranes 11 are most interesting and 
worthy of study. Due to copper corrosion and sometimes also because of overstrikes, the existence 
of many types of copper coins and their correct attribution becomes very difficult and subject to 
controversial discussions. Another puzzle for numismatists lies in the fact that many kings had 
the same names. There are five kings by the name of Tigranes, four named Artavasdes, and two 
named Artaxias. 

This article describes four rare Artaxiad copper coins, recently brought to Los Angeles from 
Syria. 

Coin No. 1 portrays the bust of Tigranes II. The reverse displays a tripod, copied from a Greek 
coin. Underneath the tripod are the monograms HMO

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Copper coin No. 2 was overstruck on a Seleucid coin. It is curious that the obverse of the coin 
(Apollo) was left untouched. On the reverse of the coin the traces of letters TITPANOY proves 
that the coin was overstruck on a com of Tigranes The Great, There are many overstruck coins 
from that period, but this one is quite unusual.'^ 

The third com displays the head of Tigranes III, slightly bearded and wearing a tall five- 
pointed tiara with a large star in the middle. The reverse depicts an eagle standing to left. 5 

In 1971, Asbed Donabedian reported the existence of a unique copper coin that he attributed to 
Artaxias I. the founder of the Artaxiad dynasty. He also published an article about the coin 
suggesting that the attribution was correct.^ Paul Bedoukian, in his Coindgeof the Artdxiods of 
Armenia, published the above mentioned coin^ but with some reservations about its attribution to 
Artaxias I. A second specimen of the same coin (catalogue No. 4) was recently brought to Los 
Angeles and purchased by Edward Joseph , a friend of mine. I compared this coin with the pictures 
of Bedoukian's catalogue^ and noticed a very close resemblance to a com of King Artavasdes 111. The 
obverse resemblance is striking, although the reverse is quite different and until now unknown. 

From another point of view, the title mefaaoy (great) does not seem appropriate to a 
newly formed dynasty. This title was used by Tigranes III and by his successive kings, although we 

can see this title on Tigranes I coins as well.^ But it is questionable whether the above mentioned 
coins really belong to Tigranes I and whether he was in a position to call himself "The Great"? 
Even T igranes 1 1 , who is known as "the great," used the title "King of Kings" mostly on his drachms 
and copper coins; he never used the title NET AAOY. Perhaps more research In the future will 
clarify this matter. 

A, Donabedian, who is in Los Angeles presently, told me that he has already revised his 
previous views and agrees that the attribution of the subject coin to Artavasdes III is more 
plausible.

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COMMEMORRTIUE COIN MRRKS RRMENIRN ERRTHQURKE 


A commemorative 3-ruble coin to mark the Armenian earthquake of 1988 was placed into 
circulation December 7, 1 989, by the Ministry of Finances and State Bank of the Soviet Union. 

The obverse shows the state coat of arms with CCCP followed by the denomination and date. 



Armenian earthquake of 1 988 is remembered on a circulating copper-nickel 3 
ruble coin recently released in uncirculated and prooflike by the Soviet Union 

The reverse shows a monument to victims of the earthquake in the form of a hand holding a 
lamp with a fire and stylized views of buildings around the monument. Under it is the date of the 
earthquake-7.12.1988 (December 7. 1988). 

At the upper rim is a legend translating to "zone of earthquake-! zone of] charity-[zone of] 
creation" and the name "Armenia" in Cyrillic (30HA 3EM.nETPflCEHHfl. MH.n0CEPflMfl. 
C03HHAHHfl//APMEHHfl). 

The skyline of two mountains is the background, symbols of Armenia. Great Ararat rises 
5,165 meters above sea level and Little Ararat rises 3,925 meters above sea level. Both 
mountains are situated in Western Armenia in Turkey. 

The foot of these mountains are shown as the stylized wings of an eagle, the ancient state 
emblem of Great Armenia which existed from the second century B.C. to the fourth century A.D. 

The edge of the coin has two incused legends which translate to "three rubles" divided by 
incused stars. 

The coin is made of copper- nickel, has a weight of 14.7 grams and a diameter of 33 
millimeters. The coins were struck at the Leningrad Mint with a mintage of 3 million pieces in 
uncirculated and 300,000 in prooflike. 

Armenia is one of the oldest states in the world, existing about 3,000 years. It was shown on 
the first map of the world, the Babylonian map of the fifth century B.C. Ancient Greek historians 
mentioned Armenia in their works. 
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Armenia became booty for different invaders many times due to Its Important geographical 
position. The nation was baptized Christian in A.D. 30 1 . 

At the beginning of the 20th century Armenians were living In the East Armenia in Russia and 
West Armenia In Turkey. More than 2 million were killed April 24, 1915, In a mass slaughter in 
West Armenia, with about 300,000 Armenians emigrating to Russia. Now more than 2 million 
are living In more than 60 countries Including the United States, France, Iran, Syria and other 
countries. 

An earthquake of 7,0 on the Richter scale occured at 1 1:41 a.m. December 7, 1988, in 
northern Armenia In a zone next to Leninakan-Spitak-Kirovakan. As a result about 25,000 
people were killed, 20,000 were disabled and 700,000 were left without roof over their heads. 

Immediately afterwards, a government commission was organized for medical attention, to 
evacuate children and wounded persons. 

International help began entering Armenia from the United States, Italy. Great Britain, 
Norway, France, West Germany and other countries. Public organlzartions and funds, from 
ordinary people sent money, medicine, and clothes, food and other necessary things. 

There were many rescues, some people were awarded Soviet orders. Builders from Italy built 
a village for 200 families in Spitak. Norway built a hospital called Nancen in Kirovakan as 
another example. 

Unfortunately because of Azerbaijan's blockade of Armenia in summer 1 989 and the national 
conflict, the program of construction in the earthquake zone has not been completed a year later, 
with thousands of people living in temporary dwellings. ^

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RING MONEY IN PREHISTORIC ARMENIA

It would not be an exaggeration to state that the beginnings of Armenian 
numismatic history are veiled in obscurity. Even such venerable authorities 
as William Ridgeway's The Origin of Metallic Currency and Weight Standards , 
which discusses in detail primitive forms of money from virtually every 
country of Europe, Asia, and Africa, mentions Armenia only once in passing 
and pravides no information about the earliest forms of currency in Armenia.^ 

The best evidence we have attributes the earliest circulation of coined 
money as such in the Armenian highlands to the 5th century B.C., about two 
centuries after the invention of coinage took place in western Asia Minor. ^ 

It is fairly apparent, however, that Armenia must have enjoyed extensive 
trade relations with other lands long before that date. 

For literally thousands of years prior to the appearance of the first 
coins, prehistoric Armenia was a source of valuable obsidian and metals, 
which were exported in quantity to Mesopotamia and other countries. Experts 
agree that Armenia was one of the earliest metallurgical centers of the 
ancient world, excelling and perhaps pioneering in the manufacture of 
tin-based bronze and other useful alloys.^ 

In Armenia as elsewhere, the development of coinage was probably a gradual 
process. Prior to the use of coined money, mankind conducted trade through 
barter relations. Initially, commerce was transacted by a simple exchange 
of goods without the benefit of a medium. Subsequently, various natural and 
man-made materials, regarded as having intrinsic value, came to be accepted 
as a means of facilitating transactions. A study of these objects can help 
elucidate the process by which coins developed.

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Noteworthy among the various types of objects that were used as money by 
the ancients were the cowrie ( Cypraea moneta ) and other shells.^ These were 
used as found in nature, or could be processed into objects such as wampum, 
which was popular among the American Indians. Fabricated metallic objects 
such as drinking cups, metal bars, ingots, and wire, the knife and hoe money 
of China, and metal rings, were also used as currency.^ 

Rings and bracelets in a variety of metals and styles have been discovered 
in abundance in Bronze and Iron Age excavations. Often, they were buried 
with their owners and are found in prehistoric burial crypts. Examples 
suspected to have served a monetary function have been discovered in Armenia, 
as well as in Greece, Egypt, Ireland, and Scandinavia. 

In many cases, the rings were apparently crafted to conform to a specific 
weight standard, for which reason it has been widely speculated that the rings 
served as money. However, they are only rarely found with markings that could 
confirm their use as true coins. 

The use of precious metal rings is well documented in some Egyptian wall 
paintings of the 15th century B.C. In one such drawing, an Egyptian is depicted 
weighing rings on a large double pan balance using animal figures as counter- 
weights.^ Examples of such rings in gold and silver have been found in the 
Nile Valley. Rings have also been discovered in Greece (prehistoric Mycenae) 
and Ireland. In all three instances, the rings were in precious metal and 
appear to have been crafted according to a specific weight standard.^ 

Evidence that metal rings might have been used as money comes from China and 
Cyprus. According to Ridgeway, literary sources mention that the Chinese, in 
947 B.C., used six-ounce copper rings called hwars when paying fines. Depending 
on the offense, a penalty of up to 1000 rings could be imposed.® The noted 
numismatist George F. Hill calls attention to the rings of Cyprus marked with 
the name of Etandros, which he feels may have been true coins.^

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Metallic rings which were probably used as money have also been discovered 
from prehistoric Armenia. Exactly one century ago, the famous archaeologist, 
historian, and numismatist Jacques de Morgan reported among other treasures 
the discovery of numerous specimens of large bronze "anneaux-monnaies" (ring 
money) from burial crypts in northern Armenia. These finds are thought to 
date to about 800 B.C. or perhaps earlier, and are briefly described and 
illustrated in two of de Morgan's many books, Manuel de Numismatique Oriental e 
de 1 'Anti quite et du Moyen Age , and volume I of Mission Scientifique au Caucase 
The latter source provides a detailed account of de Morgan's archaeological 
excavations in Armenia. 

De Morgan worked for three years in the 1880s excavating burial chambers 
located in what is today the northeastern corner of Soviet Armenia. The 
tumuli were found at four principal sites all in the vicinity of Alaverdi: 
Cheitan Dagh (near Airoum), Akhtala, Utch Kilissa (near Alaverdi), and 
Mouci-Yeri (also near Alaverdi). Subsequent excavations have revealed similar 
bronze rings at other sites. 

Among the rich treasures which he unearthed were various utilitarian 
artifacts, such as pottery, weapons, tools, and jewelry. Also included were 
large quantities of bronze bracelets and rings of various shapes, sizes and 
degrees of ornamentation. Generally, they were larger in size and weight 
that the precious metal rings of Egypt, Greece, and Ireland. 

These rings fell into two general classes, the first consisting of decorative 
pieces that were used for personnel apparel. The second group of rings were 
simply fashioned metallic rods shaped into circles and unjoined at the ends. 
Unlike the decorative pieces, these were smooth surfaced and coarsely hammered, 
and represented not jewelry but, as De Morgan writes, "... actual money 
comprising the fortune of the person buried in the tomb. "11 They were 
remarkable in part because they were devoid of fine-chased ornamentation. 

While such rings were among the most frequently encountered objects in the 
gravesites near Airoum, the total number and weight of those found in any 
particular tomb could be quite variable, reflecting the deceased person's 
station on earth. By way of illustration, de Morgan gives the total weight 
of bronze rings found in five separate crypts: 4,520 grams, 1,917 grams, 5,073 
grams, 177 grams, 201 grams. He reports that he first began to suspect that 
these rings might not be jewelry items when he encountered, on the feet of one 
skeleton, eight heavy undecorated bronze rings weighing a total of 4,520 grams 
(nearly ten pounds), far more than anyone would be likely to wear as apparel 
or personal adornment. Apparently, the rings were a storage form of wealth, 
since the tombs with the richest funerary furnishings also contained the most 
bronze rings.

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De Morgan then arranged the rings in ranges according to weight, and 
immediately noticed that rings weighing between 30 and 40 grams, and those 
weighing between 80 and 90 grams, were more numerous than the others. To 
give an idea of how the weights might be arranged, he presented the results 
of weighings of some specimens (see Table 

Recognizing some of the limitations of his data (for example, the fact 
that oxidation of the bronze rings could alter their original and intended 
weights, and that early weighing procedures were technically primitive), 
de Morgan nevertheless concluded that the ring weights fell into distinct 
groupings as shown in Table I. Unfortunately, only a limited number of 
examples are published, and the actual weights of specimens are presented 
only to the nearest gram; accuracy to at least the nearest tenth of a gram 
would have been preferable. 

The available data from de Morgan does support the contention that the 
bronze rings were intentionally manufactured according to a weight standard 
of between 8.0 and 8.4 grams, with the groups in Table I representing 2, 3, 
4, and 5 units thereof. De Morgan thus postulated the existence of a 
Caucasian siglos (shekel) weighing circa 8.2 grams as the basic weight unit, 
which corresponds very closely to the Assyro-Babylonian siglos of 8.4 grams 
(60 of which were equal to the light mina of 504 grams, and double that 
number to the heavy or royal mina). 

It is apparent from Mission Scientifique that de Morgan discovered in the 
course of his work specimens of various sized rings corresponding to about 
20 separate weight groups. The four lightest are included in Table I. For 
the heavier rings, de Morgan gives only the observed mean weights (no 
individual specimen weights), which are presented in Table II. 

In his survey of ancient numismatics, written some thirty or more years 
after the excavations in northern Armenia, de Morgan reiterates his belief 
that these bronze rings represent true moneys: 

"The Egyptian utens of gold and silver, the ring money from 
the necropolises of Russian Armenia, of Chaldea, and of Elam, 
even though they do not carry any stamp of guarantee, are in 
reality the most ancient metallic money that man used in 
western Asia and the Mediterranean countries."!^ 

The principal reason for regarding these as money was that their weights 
corresponded to the Assyro-Babylonian metrological system: 

"The ring money discovered in my own excavations in the necro- 
polises of Russian Armenia, which I reported in 1889, are formed

according to the Assyrian mina, its divisions and its multiples. 

... My discoveries, ... situated close to the deposits of copper 
which furnished the Semitic empires to the south with metal, have 
positively demonstrated that, upon leaving the metallurgical 
workshops, the metal was divided into minas and divisions thereof 
to facilitate its sale."l^ 

As he notes, it is significant that de Morgan's discoveries were made in the 
vicinity of Alaverdi. For centuries, this district has figured prominently as 
one of the most productive copper ore deposits in the Middle East. Even today, 
it provides a substantial proportion of the copper produced in the USSR. Metal 
was undoubtedly the region's principal export during the late Bronze Age, and 
local inhabitants would certainly have valued bronze as a storehouse of wealth. 

The partition of the metal into fractions and multiples of the Assyro-Babylonian 
mina is also no surprise. This standard was widely used in the prehistoric Middle 
East, and some authorities believe that it was specifically used for measuring 
copper. Furthermore, the inhabitants of prehistoric Armenia were well acquainted 
with the Assyrian standard; the recent discovery of an inscribed 16th century B.C. 
onyx frog-weight at the metallurgical site of Medzamor may be an indication of 
this.^/ Large quantities of metal were shipped from Armenia to Mesopotamia in 
early times, and it is reasonable to assume that the metal would have been 
dressecf according to the consumer's standard or specifications. 

At least two matters remain unresolved. One of these is a more accurate compu- 
tation of the actual weight standard to which the Armenian bronze rings conform. 

It was noted above that de Morgan did not publish all of his data, and that which 
was published was not reported to a desirable level of accuracy. Further research 
should include accurate weighings and descriptions of all specimens to clear up 
any lingering uncertainty about the prevailing metrological system. 

A second question which may never be fully answerable is whether or not such 
ring moneys were merely a subdivision of a valuable commodity into convenient 
packages for distribution, or whether they represented a vehicle or medium with 
which all types of commerce could be transacted. Ever since such rings were 
discovered, numismatists have argued about their function and role. By the 
accepted sense of the definition, they cannot be considered coins, and many 
authorities doubt that they were anything more than ornamental jewelry.^® Even 
these authorities, however, would concede that the bronze rings of China, and

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the rings of Etandros of Cyprus, might be exceptions. De Morgan s basic, 
undecorated bronze circles might also very possibly constitute an exception 
to the arguments advanced by Ridgeway, Poole, Grueber, and Hill. 

While it is hard to contradict the consensus of such eminent authorities, 
perhaps the answer to this question might depend on the locale of use and the 
purpose of the user. Distant consumers of bronze, whose intention was to 
convert the metal into useful tools, may have regarded the rings simply as a 
convenient form of an Important commodity. Producers and others living near 
an ore deposit or smelting center, on the other hand, were more likely to have 
used the rings as a storage form of personal wealth, and employed them as a 
medium of exchange with nearby settlements. Future research could help to 
ascertain how widely the rings were distributed geographically; stylistic and 
chemical analysis could assist in establishing the source of a specimen and 
thus how far it had travelled in the course of trade. 

The only other site in Armenia known to this writer to have yielded ring 
money in large quantities is that near the present city of Kamo (Nor Bayazid) 
on the shore of Lake Sevan, where the famous ethnographer Yervant Lalayan 
excavated 516 tombs dating to the same approximate time as the Alaverdi finds. 
Grousset^O reports that Lalayan found a substantial number of bronze bracelets, 
most of which were used for decorative purposes as well as money; specimen 
weights' are not given by Grousset, nor is there any indication that these rings 
might conform to any specific metrological system. Although the whereabouts of 
de Morgan's and Lalayan's rings are unknown to this writer, at least some must 
have been preserved in local museums and could be reexamined. 

Some recent excavations of Bronze Age tombs have been carried out in northern 
Soviet Armenia, notably at Lori-Berd (Stepanavan district) and Artik (near Len- 
inakan). Both sites are from the same approximate time frame as the Alaverdi 
deposit and are not far distant. Bronze rings and bracelets were unearthed at 
both sites, but the publications at my disposan^ do not provide specimen weights. 
Possibly, this article will stimulate some of the researchers in Soviet Armenia 
to reinvestigate their archaeological findings, and present additional metrological 
data either confirming or refuting de Morgan's hypothesis. 

We have de Morgan to thank for bringing to light, with much else, an interesting 
tidbit that relates to the earliest period of monetary relations in Armenia. 
Whatever the ultimate resolution of this issue, it is clear that Armenia played 
an important role in prehistoric commerce and metallurgy that is gradually being 
revealed by archaeological discoveries.

Historical Background 


The city of Kedabek Is locateo in eastern Armenia, about 85 km east of the northern tip of Lake 
Sevan, in present Azerbaijan SSR. In historic Armenia, it was part of Garmanadzor province of 
the state of Utik' J The Soviet Armenian Encylopedia Ixates Kedabek in the State of Arts'akh or 
Minor Siwnik' , approximately 1 25 km west of the Armenian city of Partav ( Barda'ah) .2 

Information on Kedabek is very sketchy. According to the Armenian Encyciopediy its Armenian 
name is Getabak (9«bmujpujM).3 However. Dictionary of Toponomy of Armenia and Adjacent 
Territories spells it as Getabek (reiaGex) and its Armenian variations as: Getabak 

(q*bmuupUj^). Gatabak* (R-minujpuuij), New Getabak (R-brntupuj^ 'Unp), Getabakk' 
(q«bmujpuj^£). Old Getabek (q-bmuJpb^ New Getabek (R>bmujpb^ ^np), etc. On the 

subject bank notes the printed name is spelled Kedabek (KeoaGex).'^ 

Armenian chroniclers mention that Kedabek is rich in copper ore which has been exploited 
since early times. In 1 964, the Siemens brothers ( Ernst Werner von Siemens and Karl Wilhelm 
Siemens) bought an old copper mine at Kedabek and were granted by the czarist Russian Empire 
the right to exploit it. Their factory in Kedabek was known as Siemens-Schuckert A.G. The 
brothers were well-known for their contributions in science and industry, having aided in 
developing the telegraphic system in Prussia and discovering the insulating properties of certain 
materials. They laid six transatlantic cables, Indo-European telegraph lines in Persia, the Black 
Sea cables, and established successful business firms in England, Russia, and many countries. 
They published numerous papers relating to electricity and physics.^ 

In the late nineteenth century, archaeologists discovered ancient cemeteries near the Kedabek 
copper mines, which have reveled important metallic artifacts. The burials date to the late 
Bronze and early Iron Ages. In the nineteeenth and early twentieth centuries, Kedabek was part of 
theElisavetpol province. Two Armenian churches are found in this town, St. Kevork (St. George) 
and the chapel of St. Sargis.

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Bank Notes 

It may be surmised that the reason for Issuing local bank notes In Kedabek was similar to those 
Issued in Van, Alexandropol , Yerevan, Kars, Katar,^ and Vagharshapat7 While the notes are 
undated, most other Armenian and Transcaucasian cities printed their paper currencies in 1918, 
and it seems fair to conclude that Kedabek also printed its own currency in 1918. At this time, 
there was a severe shortage of money and particularly small denomination notes to transact daily 
commerce and purchase the basic necessities of life. Furthermore, published numismatic 

literature mentions that these notes were in circulation in 1 9 1 8.^ 

A series of bank notes ( 50 kopeks, and 1,3,5, 10,25, 100 rubles) were issued in Kedabek 
in 1918 by the firm Siemens-Schuckert A.O. The author's corpus. Bank Notes of Armenia, 
records the existence of these notes but no specimens are described or illustrated.*^ Since the 
publication's appearance, a 3 ruble and a 5 ruble note of Kedabek have surfaced.
